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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the present application, as amended, is respectfully requested. Please 
replace pending claims 1 and 3, and 5-6 with the revised form of the claims, cancel claim 4 and 
add new claims 7-10. Attached hereto is a marked-up version of the changes made to the 
sperification and claims by the amendment The attached appendix is captioned "Version with 
Markings to Show Changes Made." 

A. STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

As a result of the present amendment, claims 1, 3 and 5 - 1 0 are presented in the case for 
continued prosecution. It is noted that the filing receipt indicated that 4 claims (with 1 
independent claim) were pending. Applicant had included a Preliminary Amendcment with the 
application when filed to cancel claim 2 and add new claims 5 (independent) and 6. The present 
amendment cancels claim 4 and adds claims 7-10 with claim 7 being a third independent claim. 
No new matter has been added. Support for new claim 7 is found in the specification, see page 6, 
lines 12-14, for example, and in originally presented claim 2. Support for new claims 8 and 9 are 
found, for example, on page 8, lines 7-10. Support for claim 10 is found in the specification, for 
example, on page 8, lines 1 1 et seq. It is further noted that the claims have been amended to 
recite a composition of matter containing ceretain specific elements rather than a "vital matter". 
It is urged that the Examiner proceed with the search based on this description.

7. (New) A composition containing kaoline (white soil) 30.0 - 40.0 wt % ? potassium 
chloride 15.0 - 20-0 wt%, sodium chloride 13.0-17.0 wt%, feldspar 12.0 - 16-0 wt% 
talc 12.0-16,0 wt% and ferric oxide 0.5 - 1 ,5 wt%. 

8. (New) A composition according to claim 1, wherein said composition is prepared in the 
form of minute powder of 200-350 mesh and mixed with a synthetic resin, 

9 (New) The composition of claim 8, wherein the concentration of said synthetic resin is
